The effect is as if a stove in a 
room should bo heated redact and then 
all the doors and windows thrown open, 
Eeat produced by lansenlijr work in the 
body is best obtained from carbohy- 
drates in the food, but, besides this, the 
indispeusible production of heat is best 
obtained by fats. This explains the In- 
stinctive choice of the food of men. la 
the tropics they eat little fat and ranch 
fruit, while the polar dweller requires 
immense quantities of fat to keep up 
tho bodily combustion.—New York 
Ledger.

Mr. Feckham ia a leading Populist 


And generally one of the most con- 
siderate membeia of his party. As 
inch he will admit that Bryan is the 
nominee of his party for President as 
much as he is that of the Democrats or 
Silver party. Mr. Bryau received l,Ci2 
votes for President ia the National 
Populist Convention on the first ballot 
—a larger vote than was given Mr. Wat- 
son for Vice Fiesideut. 
It is but 


reasonable, therefore, to assume that 
the Populists are as desirous of having 
Mr. Bryan elected ae the Democrats or 
Silver men, whose candidate be also is. 
In New York and other Eastern States 
Air. Bryan is pronounced a rank Pop- 
ulist by the gold men of all parties, 
who say that the Chicago Convention, 
which first nominated him for Presi- 
dent, was dominated by the Populists, 
yet the idea is sought to be conveyed 
in thia State by some, but not all, Pop- 
ulists, that the election of Mr. Wataon 
should be the first great considnation 
with the party.
